Illegal drug trafficking 
has become a billion dollar business in the real sense 
of the world.

There is good reason to be concerned about the 
situation, but what most people forget is that the use 
of illegal drugs is just that—illegal, and they can be 
severely punished for usage.

NOT QUITE! You also lost your right to vote, to 
own a gun, or to run for public office. You lost the

Consumer Boon

DETROIT (UPI) — A recent federal court 
ruling in Pennsylvania, eliminating state 
regulation of auto products already covered 
by the federal government, is being hailed 
by automotive parts manufacturers as a 
victory for them and for the American 
consumer. 
The decision, if upheld — the state has 
appealed - 
has broad application since 
many other states require approval 
of 
products before they can be sold. 
It is the culmination of a 16month court 
action brought on behalf of the entire 
automotive parts industry by the Truck 
Safety 
Equipment 
Institute 
and 
three 
institute members. 
"The court’s decision will eliminate costly 
testing procedures and approval fees for 
many 
manufacturers 
and 
will 
benefit 
customers by removing the ‘hidden tax’ they 
have been paying for car service and parts 
purchases,” according to a spokesman for 
the Motor and Equipment Manufacturers 
Association 
The Pennsylvania program r e q u i r e d 
manufacturers to submit product samples 
and test reports from independent approval 
laboratories. They also had to pay approval 
and reapproval fees to the state and its 
agent, the American Association of Motor 
Vehicle Administrators, in order to market 
their products in the state 
The parts manufacturers complained that 
state requirements were being imposed even 
though most of the products were covered 
by 
the 
federal 
government’s 
s e l f - 
certification 
requirements 
under 
t h e 
National Traffic and Motor Vehicle Safety 
Act of 1966. 
"It 
was 
another 
instance 
of 
state 


government imposing itself on the business 
community where there already is a federal 
law,” says William Raftery, president of the 
Motor and E q u i p m e n t Manufacturers 
Association 
which 
represents 
over 
750 
automotive parts manufacturers 
Should 
every 
state 
impose 
such 
an 
approval program, a company with five new 
products it wanted to introduce might have 
to spend $150,000 or more before they could 
be put on the market. “We consider that a 
burden and an unnecessary cost, especially 
to the many small manufacturers," Raftery 
said. 
In the test case, the products involved 
included turn signal lamps, parking lamps, 
reflectors and warning lights for cars and 
trucks Raftery said the average approval 
fee in Pennsylvania was $100 per item, plus 
laboratory testing fees. 
Judge R Dixon Herman, in his ruling in 
mid-September, 
said 
the 
Motor Vehicle 
Safety 
Act 
preempts 
the 
state 
o f 
Pennsylvania from imposing motor vehicle 
standards which are not identical to the 
federal safety standards 
The judge also 
held that the state is preempted from any 
method of enforcement of motor vehicle or 
vehicle equipment standards identical with 
the federal standards prior to sale to the 
consumer. 
Raftery said Pennsylvania actually wasn’t 
guaranteeing that the products sold were 
any safer than those sold elsewhere, just 
collecting an extra fee.

surveillance testing and it wasn’t doing any 
safety 
testing,” 
Raftery said 
“It 
was 
requiring the manufacturers to have the 
testing done independently and was just 
collecting a fee and adding to the cost of the 
products." 


Lighter Side 
Apathy Lays Egg

biggest surprise in this week’s election was 
the last minute collapse of apathy. 
As late as election eve, television pundits 
were predicting a strong 
and 
perhaps 
decisive outpouring of voter indifference 
Some newspapers featured that angle in 
election day editions It never happened 
In the actual balloting, apathy took a 
beating. Although the voter turnout set no 
records, it w^s clear that indifference had 
little if any impact on the outcome. 
As a political upset, apathy’s impotence 
ranks with Thomas E. Dewey's defeat in 
1948 
Seeking an explanation for this startling 
turnabout, I sought out Dr. Luigi V. Populi, 
a political 
scientist 
who 
specializes 
in 
rationalizing misinterpretations 
"What went wrong7” I asked. "Why were 
you experts so badly fooled?” 
“I wouldn’t say we were fooled exactly," 
Populi replied "Most of us were aware that 
apathy was losing momentum in the final 
stages of the campaign Our mistake was 
failing 
to 
recognize 
the 
slump 
as 
a 
snowballing trend rather than a minor 
fluctuation in apathy power 
"But we can’t be blamed for that The 
switch began so late it was impossible to 
detect its true dimensions ” 
I said, "What brought about the sudden 
change?” 
"In my judgment, it was a matter of a lot 
of people taking indifference for granted 
They kept hearing that large numbers of

eligible voters planned to sit out the election, 
so they figured they didn’t have to bother 
staying at home.” 
I said, 
"Are you saying that people 
became apathetic about apathy?” 
“Something like that. In the beginning, 
people were genuinely dispassionate about 
the two candidates and were sincere in their 
intentions to remain on the sidelines But 
this campaign lasted a long time and it s 
difficult for people to keep up a full head of 
torpor for extended periods 
“After awhile, their lassitude begins to 
wear thin and they start losing that fine 
edge 
of 
inertia. 
Evenually. 
they 
find 
themselves leaning toward one candidate or 
the other. 
"When election day finally rolls around, 
they say “Oh, why not?” and head for the 
voting booth ” 
I said, “That very well may be why the 
wave of apathy failed to materialize, but 
that 
doesn’t 
absolve 
you 
experts 
of 
responsibility 
for 
your 
e r r o n e o u s 
predictions 
“What we have now is a question of 
credibility. After misjudging public apathy, 
how can pundits be trusted to give us the 
right dope in future elections?" 
Populi assured me the method he and his 
colleagues use to measure public lethargy is 
scientifically sound and basically accurate 
under most conditions 
"Occasional slip-ups only sharpen our 
perception.” he said. "The next time there’s 
an lith hour drop in listlessness, we'll know 
what lo look for "

With 
all due respect, and I do respect 
athletes for their great ability, 
more than most, you can go a bit 
far. 


Let’s face it. There’s some 
sort of 
pressure on 
almost 
everyone almost all the time. A 
student has homework and test 
marks to worry about. A woman 
running a home has constant 
pressure as does a mechanic or 
a factory worker. I doubt if 
there is any tension greater than 
that of a reporter struggling to 
m eet a deadline. (ED. NOTE- 
They’ll never know will they 
Dave?) 
One big difference is that 
millions may be watching the 
athlete on TV, up to a hundred 
thousand in person at the site

and untold millions will later 
happen, 
read about what he did or didn’t 
do. 
Of course, another big dif­ 
ference is that he is being paid 
enormous sums of money up to 
and exceeding a quarter of a 
million dollars a year. That’s 
not exactly pin money to hit or 
throw 
a 
baseb all, 
put 
a 
basketball through a hoop, run 
with, throw or kick a football or 
stop someone from doing same. 
Add whatever sport you like, 
and you get the idea. 


When it comes to pro sports, I 
doubt if any athlete faces the 
tensions of a pro bowler, and the 
fact that bowling is not a contact 
sport makes it even tougher. 
If you’re a boxer, punches 
knock the tensions right out of 
you. The same can be true in 
football and basketball. And the 
sam e is true of most sports in 
which 
strength 
is 
a 
major 
factor. In sports such as bowling 
and golf, though physical to a 
point, finesse and thinking are 
much more important. 
There’s a constant, grinding 
pressure on the mind, almost 
without 
letup. 
WINSTON 
CHURCHILL said: “It is very 
much better sometimes to have 
a panic feeling beforehand and 
then be quite calm when things 


than to be extremely 
calm beforehand and to get into 
a panic when things happen.” 
The physical banging in most 
sports helps take the mental 
pressure off many athletes, and, 
though bowlers often feel better 
after rolling a ball or two of a 
crucial gam e, the pressure 
never goes away. In no sport are 
the spectators as close as in 
bowling. The contestant hears 
almost everything said about 
him, his opponent, the lanes and 
every other subject unless he 
has a super shut off valve in his 
head. 
The most important point, 
often 
overlooked, 
is 
that 
a 
bowler doesn’t receive a salary. 
What he makes is what he gets. 
The opportunities to win the big 
money don’t come every week. 
A salaried athlete gets his big 
pay whether he produces or not 
that week. So long as he comes 
through more than he blows, he 
is 
sure 
he’ll 
do 
okay 
the 
following year. Part of that pay 
is for pressure performance. 
When a bowler muffs his 
chance, 
it’s 
gone 
forever. 
Golfers work on the same basis. 
But their purses are so much 
higher that there is always 
another bi£ one next week A 
high finishing golfer can win 
$110,000 a year playing only half 


the schedule and never winning. 
The greatest bowlers in the 
world must roll almost every 
tournament and win frequently 
to break the $100,000 barrier and 
they must do well 
to earn 
$50,000. 


It’s been said, and I agree, 
that the finest athletes in the 
world 
never 
get 
used 
to 
pressure. I agree! And with all 
things considered, pro bowlers 
m ust rank with 
the great 
pressure 
performers 
in 
any 
sport. 
The greatest tribute to the 
pressure power of pro bowlers 
comes from other fine athletes 
who tried bowling and were 
quick to discover and admit that 
they had never felt such con­ 
stant tension.
